As for German losses, the Americans 
are in good position to get reliable 
data for they are on the advance and 
therefore, according to Baker, have 
superior opportunities for observation.

money loaned, would produce more 
than 
$250 
per 
annum. 
Money 
earned by personal work of any 
character is not counted as in- 
cffine, under decision of the In­ 
terior Department. 
This law provides $2 a month ad-

ditional to the widow' on account of 
each child under 16 years of age 
until it reaches 16. In event there 
be no widow, tho law provides 
pension for minor children until 
they reach the age of 16 years.

there be one minor child, it will 
receive $12, the 
widow’s

Will Have Been Shipped 
By September I 


How the American people, through 
voluntary saving of food, particularly 
wheat, have fed 120,000,000 people in 
allied countries, and thus made it 
possible for them to continue the war, 
was related by Ralph P. Merritt, Cali­ 
fornia food administrator, in an ad­ 
dress recently to the Associated Ad­ 
vertising Clubs of the World, in ses­ 
sion at San Francisco. 
The story of wheat has been a 
drama in itself, said Merritt. In Janu­ 
ary, Mr. Hoover cabled the British 
food controller, the late Lord Rhonda, 
“On January first wre sent you the last 
of the surplus of the HHT wheat liar 
vest. 
All the wheat we can send be­ 
tween January and September m u s t 
conte from the savings of our people.” 
Upon receipt, of this message. Lord 
Rhonda closed his desk, turned to his 
associates, and said, “Tile war is over. 
We are beaten.” The surplus of wheat 
which was shipped tip to January 1, 
1918, from the 191T wheat harvest was 
20,POO,OOO bushels. 
By I he first of 
September, 1918, there will have been 
landed on the other side of tho At­ 
lantic not less than I TO,OOO,OOO bushels 
of wheat, or wheat products, and of 
this

is 
directly attributable to the voluntary 
savings of the people of America.

Less than 5 per cent of 
agricultural work was done by women, 
where today women of all classes are 
furnishing 65 per cent of the farm 
labor. Therefore imagine England cut 
off from I he food resources of the 
world, and starving.

SHOOT PROPAGANDA TO 
ENEMY BAjCK OF LINES 


Thousands of 
specially 
designed 
rides for sending 
propaganda 
over 
the enemy lines are now in 
use 
in 
the Allied armies, according to Jus. 
Kernel, cheeter of the Franco-Amer­ 
ican Committee on Public Information 
in Paris. From these* rifles grenades 
are difcharged, by means of which 
tracts and pamphlets may be scatter­ 
ed along enemy trenches at a range 
of more than 200 yards. 
For greater distances 
small 
bal­ 
loons made of cloth are used. Each 
of these lifts twenty pounds of pro­ 
paganda literature and by means of a 
mechanical device drops these docu­ 
ments at 15-minute periods. 
The ra­ 
dius of action of these balloons in a 
25-mile wind would he Hamburg, Ber­ 
lin, Vienna and Trieste. The balloons 
travel at a height of from

Hie strategy cl tile fourth year of the 
war 
The outstanding battlefield facts 
of the year have been von Hinden- 
ijurf, s maddened eft orts to break the 
Britisli and French fronts, and Gen­ 
eral Foeh n counter-policy .of patient 
defense. 
Hindenbur-’s Motive 
It was fear of America's 
fast 
ac­ 
cumulating 
military 
strength 
that 
compelled von Hindenburg to engage 
in ins campaign cf ruthlessly sacri­ 
ficing Ids own troops; and it was the 
knowledge of the overwhelming rein­ 
forcements America was sending 
to 
the Allies that permitted General Foch 
to See his lines driven back, without 
lf ss of morale to tup 
allied 
forces. 
Every major plan worked out in Ber­ 
lin as well as in the capitals of the a1 
lies this year, has similarly been based 
fundamentally upon America’s forth­ 
coming major activities in the war. 
The necessity for these plans was 
fully justified at the first encounter 
^Between the Americans and the Ger­ 
mans, which occurred 
eleven 
days 
ago south of the Marne, opposite Jaul- 
gonne. 
Von Hiudenburg's fifth 
of­ 
fensive was shattered by the Ameri­ 
can counter attacks which forced the 
Germans to retreat to the north bank 
of the river. 
Tile American success 
was especially significant because it 
was the first tlmo American ottteers 
and men had been tested in the differ- 
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ultimate consequences with the prom­ 
ise to world democracy contained in 
the American operations at (’antigay, 
Bellcau Wood and Vaux. 
Prussian Threats 
Starting the fourth year of the war 
with arrogant threats to the Allies of 
new changes iii the map of Europe un­ 
less the successes 
of 
the 
German 
man armies were 
accepted 
as 
de­ 
cisive, the German government 
has 
ended the year by confessing that bat­ 
tlefield victories cannot bring peace. 
Foreign Minister von Kuehlmann’s pro­ 
nouncement to this effect In the reich- 
stag ranks second only to 
America’s 
immense 
war 
preparations 
as 
the 
year’s most significant event. 
The re­ 
luctance of the kaiser’s militarists to 
compel the resignation of von Kuehl- 
inanu immediately after his repudia­ 
tion cf the invincibility of the German 
army is indicative of the sobering ef­ 
fect the presence of a million Ameri­ 
can troops in France is having even 
on von Hindenburg. 
Von Kuehlmann’s retirement 
was 
a desperate expedient to stem a de­ 
cline in German morale due to his 
speech. 
It is apparent that as the fifth year 
of warfare begins, the German leaders 
are taking a nlncreasingly grave view 
of the situation facii g them. They dare 
not promise a decisive victory to the 
Kaiser’s deluded subjects any longer. 
The people of Germany are being pre­ 
pared, in fact, for the assumption of a 
permanently defensive 
role 
by 
von 
Hindenburg. This, although the fourth 
year af conflict has seen von Hinden­ 
burg display an unprecedented degree 
of power in offensive warfare, never- 
the less, the year ends with an admis­ 
sion by the German government that 
by these means peace cannot be won. 
In that fact is tile certainty of ulti­ 
mate victory for democracy. 
Dual Monarchy Sees This 
Affairs in Austro-iV.mgary during the 
I>ast year have been highly unsatisfac­ 
tory to the Germans.

ians to recover their lost territory in 
the Isonro area and to drive the Ital 
ians hack to the Piave.

normal conditions of living. The older 
democracies of the west should re­ 
member the crudities of their own 
revolutionary epochs, aud should be 
patient with Russia.

Hie citrus experiment station, at the 
fumigation institute held at Covina 
on Saturday last, said that the new 
liquid 
gas 
method 
of 
fumigation 
would probably be given a wider try­ 
out during the coming 
season 
than 
last year. 
The machine to he utilized is one 
that can he carried by one man from 
tree to tree, and filled with large con­ 
tainers. 
From 
charts 
shown, 
Dr. 
Quayle gave a general opinion that 
the liquid form is as effective in kill­ 
ing strength as the old pot ^ s te m , or 
the cyano-fumer.

The entire day 
at 
Covina 
was 
spent in talking fumigation, and over 
590 ranchers were in attendance at 
the several sessions. 
From the many 
horticultural inspectors who gave 4- 
minute talks, it was 
obtained 
that 
they believe the 
time 
has 
arrived 
when annual fumigation is necessary 
iii practically all parts 
of 
Southern 
California. 
Even with an apparently 
clean grove, the risk of 
setting 
a 
small crop is too great for the ranch­ 
er to withhold 
the 
expenditure 
of 
something like $300 per 
ten 
acres, 
which, iii the opinion of many, not 
only cleans the tree and fruit of seale- 
smut, but aids the tree to a heavier 
and healthier set of fruit, and makes 
the tree more sturdy iii the face of 
extreme heat or cold. 
That there Is 
a stimulating effect to fumigation out­ 
side of the actual cleaning of the tree 
of pests is a statement that is being 
made. 
The meeting was held under the au­

SAN BERNARDINO HIGH 
CADETS ALL TO WEAR 
DARK KHAKI UNIFORMS 


Details of tho order of the board of 
education of Hat. Bernardino that all 
students physically qualified fur niili 
tary drill shall wear a uniform ut the 
high school next year. are announced 
in a statem ent by L. L. Beeman, prin­ 
cipal. 
In ilia statem ent Mr. Beeman ex­ 
plains the character of the suit, which 
is to be uniform for more I liar 300 
boys, and urges that to avoid an ad­ 
vance in the price of the-uniforms all 
boys who will be in high school next 
year arrange at once for their uni­ 
forms. 
The board of education has adopted 
a regulation uniform. It consists of a 
felt hat, a shirt, pants and leggings, all 
to be khaki color (the darker shade) 
and all to be cotton khaki cloth except 
the hat If the boy wants a coat of the 
same it is entirely optional with him, 
though a coat is 
not 
required. 
The 


boys may do as they do in many high 
schools, wear any other coat or sw eat­ 
er they may have when it 
is 
cold 
enough to wear a coat. AH coats will 
he removed when the boys aro drill­ 
ing. 
Woolen uniforms will 
not 
be 
al­ 
lowed. 
The wool must he saved for 
the soldiers 
Neither will leather leg­ 
gings be allowed, not even for the of­ 
ficers. Leat lier must be saved for the 
soldiers also. 
These uniforms should not cost a 
large amount, At present suitable uni­ 
forms including coat, can be secured 
for from *10.50 
to 
about *12.50, de­ 
pending upon the quality of cloth. 
Some khaki doth 
is 
heavier 
than 
ethers and will come higher. That is 
left to the purchaser. 
/ 
It is advisable for the boys to order 
their uniforms this month as the price 
of all knaki cloth is scheduled to go up 
the first of August. 
Tile suits are to be made according 
to the military style as required by 
state law and as used in other high 
schools that have cadet companies. 
If boys want to get an extra shirt 


and pair of pants for a change when 
one suit is soiled and needs cleaning, 
that is permissible. 
These uniforms are to be worn ev­ 
ery day at school, but should not be 
worn evenings and mornings and Sat­ 
urdays when boys are doing dirty 
manual labor such as cleaning automo­ 
biles, working in shops, etc. lf worn on 
such occasions tile suit is soon spoiled.

— A lthough the fourth year 
of

w ar w as m arked by th e com plete d is­ 
organization of R ussia, both railitarily 
and politically, th e country w as real­ 
ly out of the w ar in 1916, w hen more 
th a n a m illion soldiers deserted from 
the arm y. 
Only the czarist censor 
ship prevented th e tru th from becom ­ 
ing known to th e world at th at tim e 
T he trem endous shaking up of the 
already disorganized national 
fabric 
caused by the revolution, in addition 
to the m any com plications both in ter­ 
nal and external from which the revo­ 
lution found itself unable to escape— 
w hen peace was m ost needed In order 
to solve these num erous problem s and 
re p a ir the terrib le 
consequences 
oi 
w ar—opened th e road to 
Bolshevism 
and threw R ussia into the clutcher 
of G erm an im perialism , whose 
seal 
w as finally set w ith the Brest-LitovsL 
treaty . 
So far as m ilitary operations in the 
y e a r 1917-1918 are concerned, 
there 
w ere hardly any w orth the nam e with 
th e exception of K orniloff’s drive to 
w ards Halicz, w hich really belongs tc 
th e end of the th ird year of the 
w ar 
T his offensive, w hich was carried out 
largely 
on 
account 
of 
pressure 
brought to bear by the Allied repre­ 
sen tativ es in F etrograd, w as a t first 
m ost successful. 
The R ussians cap­ 
tured K alush and had advanced 
at 
far as the suburbs of Halicz. 
Then, 
they w ere hurled back by 
German 
reinforcem ents who not only recap tu r­ 
ed T aruopol but the entire triangle 
of V olvnian fo rtresses—Royno, Dubnc 
and L utsk. 
Boost for Bolshevism 
T he disorganization of the Russian 
arm y now appeared com plete. 
Thf 
failu re of the offensive proved to be 
a g reat boost for 
Bolshevism , 
and 
K orniloff’s subsequent advance upon 
P etrograd served to pour oil on the 
B olshevist flames. Shortly before the 
la tte r circum stance, Riga 
had 
been 
taken, and Korniloff had been accus­ 
ed of deliberately surrendering it in 
o rd er to arouse anti-Bolshevik resen t­ 
m ent and halt the grow th of Bolshe 
vik propaganda. 
T hese events, plus 
th e G erm an attack s under Linsengen 
p rio r to K orniloff’s drive for Halicz 
and which the R ussians w ith consid 
erable losses parried, 
finished 
th eir 
m ilitary operations for 1917. 
As for naval operations, the G er­ 
m ans, utilizing Riga as a base, land­ 
ed troops and occupied Oesel, Moon, 
and Dabgo Islands. 
At first they suc­ 
ceeded in bottling 
up 
the 
R ussiar 
fleet, but the la tte r by a really clevei 
m aneuver m anaged to 
escape 
from 
th e perilous Moon Sound. 
T he end of 1917 saw the trium ph 
of the Bolshevik! and the separate 
peace w ith the central pow ers, with 
all its disastrous consequences. Rus 
sia lost Poland, L ithuania, the Baltic 
Provinces, U kraine, B essarabia, 
Fin 
land, and part of the Caucasus. 
And 
th e losses in the last nam ed are like 
ly to increase in view of the general 
disorganization in th a t q uarter, 
the 
dissolution of the 
regional 
govern­ 
m ent opening the road to T urkish ag­ 
gressions. 
Big Loss o f Territory 
T he appalling ch aracter 
of 
these 
losses is evident when it is consider 
ed that they com prise 707,000 square 
v ersts (a verst is .66 of a m ile) of ter 
rito ry w ith a population of 46,000,000 
T his decrease in the area of the Rus 
sian Republic is slightly less than 40 
per cent, but the lost provinces 
a rt 
th e m ost fertile and m ost populous ol 
the entire country. 
T he lost territo ry had a total bread 
and potato production, conservative­ 
ly estim ated at 2,896,000,000 puds. (A 
pud or pood is 36.07 pounds. 
In oth­ 
e r words, the arable area is reduced 
27 per cent, and crops lessened 
37 
per cent. 
In railw ays the 
losses 
represent 
17,500 versts, out of a total of 66,000, 
o r about one-fourth. T his loss is even 
m ore serious than the m ileage figures 
indicate, inasm uch as the su rren d er 
ed territory includes m any 
of 
R us­ 
sia ’s m ost 
im portant 
railw ay . june 
tions. 
P rior to the w ar R ussia’s to tal an­ 
nual production in m anufactures was 
2.800.000.000 rubles, (a ruble 
equals 
51.5 cen ts); the num ber of w orkm en 
em ployed was 2,075,000 and th e num ­ 
ber of m achines in use was 1,457,000. 
T he reductions now 
rep resen t 
925,- 
000,000 rubles, 612,000 w orkm en, and 
575,000 m achines, o r respectively 33 
per cent, 29 per cent and 39 per cent. 
In coal and iron output, the basis 
of all industry in Russia, the reduc­ 
tion is even more startling. 
Before 
th*5 w ar 
Russia 
produced 
annually 
2.000.000.000 puds of coal and 260,000,- 
OOO puds of iron. 
Present Russia can 
produce only 500,000,000 puds of coal 
and 70,000,000 puds of iron. 
W ipes Out Development 
These figures mean that 
Russia’s 
industrial development of 
the 
past 
twenty years is practically wiped out 
as a result of the fourth year of the 
vmr—the sabotage 
of 
thfe 
Russian 
peace program and the policy of the 
Bolshevik!. 
The big question now 
is 
whether 
Russia can withstand such blood-let­ 
ting. 
In opposing the forces 
of 
im 
perialism she (aces her severest bat­ 
tle for political 
and 
(economic 
inde­ 
pendence. 
Only the speediest re-or 
ganization of the 
nation’s 
physical 
and human material can prevent Rus­ 
sia’s falling into the status of China 
or Turkey. 
The task is too big for the Bolshe­ 
vik!. 
Only the united efforts of the 
whole democracy of the country 
by 
means of a real constituent assembly 
can save her. 
The fourth year of the war saw Rus 
sia’s great revolution 
and 
Russia's 
great fall. 
Will the fifth year be the year of 
her awakening?
